FOR the purpose of requiring the Secretary of LaberLicensing,-and-Regulation the
State Police to assess a certain late fee to applicants whose application for
renewal of a security guard certification is not received within-a-certain-time
perted on or before a certain date; prohibiting the Secretary from charging the
late fee under certain circumstances; capping the amount of total late fees that
may be assessed againg an individual for late certification renewals;
prohibiting the Secretary from certifying an applicant if the applicant has
outstanding late fees; and generally relating to the late fees assessed to security
guardsfor late certification renewals.
